The party 
left here yesterday for a picnic a t Sum­ 
m it mountains. Lueders arrived in town 
last night and reported Miss G rathau 
was dying. A party left for the scene and 
Lueders followed them. 
They returned 
a t midnight with 
Lueders 
a 
raving 
maniac. He could give no account of tho 
whereabouts of the rest of the party. 
Efforts of searchers have been fruitless in 
finding any trace of the lost excursionists. 


An Inquest held to day over the remains 
of Miss Catherine G rathau. who died on 
the m ountain tra il to the sum m it of the 
Santa YInes range yesterday, developed 
the fact th e young woman's death was 
caused by heart failure brought about by 
exhaustion. 
The coroner's deputies who 
went after the remains returned to day 
after a difficult and hazardous trip. Miss 
G rathau requested friends with whdm> she 
was m aking the ascent on horseback to 
proceed without her, after half the dis­ 
tance had been covered, saying she would 
remain until their return. The party went 
only a couple of miles and returned and 
found her prostrate body. Efforts to re­ 
vive her were futile and she died half an 
hour late. 
Other members of the party 
returned uninjured.

The defendant denied he ever had 
any other motive in bringing the moun­ 
tain arm y to Frankfort than to show the 
Democratic m ajority of the general as­ 
sembly the intense feeling of Republican 
voters of the state and said it had nothing 
w hatever to do w ith the murder. W ith 
his answ ers to questions It Is evident Pow­ 
ers* defense this tim e will be th at Tout- 
sey fired the'shot. The defendant will be 
on the stand all day to morrow and prob­ 
ably longer.

Ojrster Bay, Aug. 17.—Twenty-one w ar­ 
ships, drawn up in four parallel col­ 
umns a mile long, including some of the 
best flghting ships of the United States 
navy, resting, upon the glM sy surface of 
Long Island sound, composed a picture 
which lay spread out before President 
Roosevelt when he stepped out upon the 
A'eranda of his home a t Sagamore Hill to 
day. Every ship w«* spick and span for 
this first naval review ever held for the 
exclusive purpose of presidential honors. 
Clustered In the mouth of the bay rested 
the president's yacht Mayflower, Secre­ 
tary Moody’s official craft, the Dolphin^ 
and Sir Thomas Llpton’s yacht Erin, sur­ 
rounded by a graceful fleet of steam and 
sailing yachts gathered to witness the 
Imposing ceremony when the president 
and flee^ officially exchanged greetings. 


Finer weather for the review could not 
have been asked. 
When the president 
ftoarded the Mayflower from its launch he 
was greeted by Secretary Moody, Admiral 
Dewey, R ear Admirals Taylor and Rod­ 
gers, Captain Bronson, Generisi Chaffee, 
Sir Thonnias Lipton, mepibers of the Royal 
Ulster and New York Yacht clubs, "^ith 
the president’s flag flying from the main 
truck the Mayflower slowly moved out 
Into the sound where the b attl^h lp s and 
cruisers lay in two parallel lines, length­ 
wise of the sound, with columns of de­ 
stroyers flanking each line of the larger 
ships. 


The vessels taking part In the review 
were thè Kearsarge, Illinois, A latom a, 
Texas, Baltimore! Chicago, Olympia. To­ 
peka, Yankee^ Prairie, Panther, Dolphin. 
Decatur. Balnbridge, Barry, Dale, Cl^un«- 
cey, Truxton, Worden, Whipple, Stew art 
and Lawrence. Surrounding them was a 
flotilla of steam craft of ail descriptiomii 
numbering hundreds of ve^els. 
As the 
Mayflower steamed through the lane lines 
of white clad sailors manned the rails, 
superstructure, lighting fops aiid'^irards 
and as the president passed the ships guns 
belched forth a s a lu ti 
he grace­ 


fully acknowledged, i^ ^ ^ '^ n a v a l picure 
it was splendid and Ín iÍÍH i;J A fter the 
Mayflower passed each vcwi l^^ahe stopped 
at^the head of the two columpia. Immedi* 
ately launches were put off' from w arships 
conveying commanders and flag officers 
to th e Mayflower to pay their respects to 
the president. Subs^uently the president 
visited each battleship and cruiser, re 
turning the official call. 


T he ceremony of Inspection of the fleet 
was unm arred by tho slightest mishap 
Until Just at the conclusion, when the tor> 
p ^ o boat destroyer B arry rammed the 
destroyer Decatur, fortunately, however, 
doing Utile damage.

and Mrs. Roosevelt noted the accident 
with great calmness, notwithstanding the 
fact their son K erm it was on boar^d the 
Decatur a t the time of tbe collision.

Cairns, pastor of the Episcopal church in 
this city, says It Is bad form for women 
and girls to attend church in their bare 
heads. He recently canje here from New 
York and took charge of the church. One 
evening he saw several girls In the con 
gregatlon without their hats. Mr. Calm 
decided to stop it in his church and posted 
a notice in the v^tlbule of the church 
which reads: 


“Women and girls are requested not to- 
attend church In their bare heads." 


The eleventh chapter of the Corinthians 
was given as reference. The verses ap­ 
plying In this case, suppllmented by coni- 
ments* prepared by a religious authority, 
read a.<; follows: 
. 


“The man th at prays or prophesies with 
his head covered -dlishonoreth his head; 
th at is, Christ, the head of every man, by 
appearing in a habit unsuitable to the 
rank In which God has placed him. The 
woman, on the other hand, who prays or 
prophesies with the head uncovered dis- 
honoreth her head; for th at is even all 
one as If she were shaven. She appears 
in the dress of h fr superior and throws off 
her token of subJe<;tion. She m ight with 
equal decency cut her hair short or cut it 
close, the common dress of men of this 
^age.' 


“For, if the woman be liot covered let 
her also be shorn; but if it be^a shame for 
a woman to be shorn or shaven, let her be 
covered. For a man Indeed ought not to 
cover his head.^ forasmuch a s he is the 
Image and glory of God; l)ut the woman 
Is the glory of man.’’ 


The ruling made by .Mr. Calm s has been 
discussed extensively in church circles by 
both pastors and laymen throughout, this 
section. All women and girls who attend* 
services at the Episcopal church w ear 
their hats.

them all night. We have direct wires 
to board of trade floors, both in Chi- 
cRgu and St. Louis. 


Our competitor cannot produce à 
telegram he has ever sent or received 
direct to or from either Denver or 
San Francisco. There was never such 
a thing heard of as San Francisco 
sendinf| bulletins to an office the sice 
of Jacksonville so far distant. They 
are sent from San Francisco to Chi­ 
cago ajnd there distributed 
to the 
various \vires and relayed. 
This is 
v.4icre the Postal almost invariably 
boats them to the finish. 


I have liaiidled prize fight an<l elec­ 
tion bulletins for twenty years and 
have never before heard of anyone 
holding anything back. 
We simply 
gave to our patrons what came over 
our wires, and as it came, one cus­ 
tomer being over on the northwest 
corner of the square, and they in 
turn read them to the throni? gathered 
to hear them. Our messenger de­ 
livered our first bulletin tliere and 
looked in on the Western Union [ico- 
ple upon his return and their first 
bulletin had not started. 


In St. IjOu ìs, where for fourteen 
years I was connected more or less 
with every bulletin handled, every­ 
one was, on such an occasion, worked 
up to a high tension and the instant 
the flash came i| was heralded over 
the various wires and to the Ipublie 
places where bulletins were being 
served. 
It was alwoys a hard fight 
between the two eomiMiting companies 
to get the flash, or finish, to the siK)t 
first. 


The intimation that the Western 
Union has a wire direct to San Fran­ 
cisco or Denver is absurd to any one 
posted. The number of our local is 
Sth St. Louis, Chicago local is 11th 
Cliieago, showing .we have access to 
nineteen wires to these points.

I was certainly proud to state that my 
answer was that our service was without 
a hitch and that we “scooped” thè W est­ 
ern Union In every bulletin from start to 
finish. Which is a fact. 
^ 


During' the recent great flood we lost 
one wire to St. Louis for one hour and 
fifteen m inutes.' During th at short time 
we filed with the W estern Union two rush 
messages with the 
understanding th at 
they would go through O. K. They were 
received in St. Louis. too late to be ef­ 
fective, being sent via Chicago and delay­ 
ed. and we learned later th at they did not 
have St. Louis for something liice a weelc; 
even their leased wires to commission 
houses were down. The delay above men­ 
tioned Is the only one our Jacksonville 
patrons suffered as a result of that great 
flood. Swift & Co. and their agents doing 
a* good volume of business between heré 
and K ansas City without delay. 


Our wires being eablcd into St. Louis 
and in conduits throughout the city gave 
us a great advantage. Even in this city 
as well as all others our wire Is Insulated 
by a rubber cloth covering which renders 
it proof 
against interruption by being 
crossed with other wires; the onljr way to 
disturb it would be to break it In two.

While there have been no new ad­ 
ditions built at the Womb’s college 
this year Dr. Harker has had a large 
force of men at work at the institu­ 
tion during the greater part of the 
summer and a number of changes and 
improvements have been made. 


The art room just off the main 
hallway on the west has been ,re- 
painted and the walls tinted a sage 
green with the dado-in a bottled 
green color. The room at the end of 
the south main hall, formerly used 
as a primary department, has been 
divided and will hereafter be used as 
living^ rooms for the boarding pupils, 
as \nll also the rooms on either side 
of this hallway, which were used for 
other purposes last year. The ‘dining 
room, the chapel, all the recitation 
rooms and the basement hallway have 
been repainted and the latter has 
been sealed overhead. 


The walls of the gymnasium have 
been repainted and the floor oiled and 
otherwise freshened up. 


The recreation room in the base­ 
ment of the east wing will be made 
more of this year and here the board­ 
ing pupils will fii)d amjile apparatus 
for the practicid demonstration of the 
principles of domestic science. Two 
wash tubs have been inatal!e<l, four 
ironing boards, a number of bunsen 
burners for use in popping corn and 
making candy and a number of other 
useful aj)plianees that will contribute 
to the comfort and convenience of the 
pupils who make their home in the 
building.

The new addition on the east, 
known as the Self property, will be 
used for the primary department and 
commodious and well lighted quarters 
have been provided. A new steam 
heating plant has been installed aiid 
the second story of this building will 
be used as living rooms for all help 
connected with the institution. 


Few changes will be made in the 
faculty of the college during the 
coming year. Dr. Harker now has 
twenty-three teachers in his teaching 
force and there will be but three 
changes in the number, as Dr. Harker 
believes that the best work can be 
done by a i>ermanent faculty, who 
understands the spirit of the school 
and have a personal interest in its 
students. The literary faculty remains 
unchanged, except in the department 
of Latin, which will be in charge of 
Miss Gertrude Plank. 


Miss Plank is a graduate of Woos­ 
ter university with the degree of M. 
A. She made a specialty of Iiatin in 
her college course, and has for six 
years taught Latin in the high schools 
of Dwight, III., and Kent, Ohio. She 
has i)roved herself a teacher of un­ 
usual ability and is a woman of strong 
and attractive personality. 


Miss Patterson, who has for nine 
years made the primary department a 
great success, will retire and her 
place will be taken by Miss Alta Daw­ 
son, of Lovington, HI. Miss Daw­ 
son is one of the most successful 
primary teachers in the state, teach­ 
ing for several years at Lovington 
and at Decatur under Superinten­ 
dent Gastman. She has specialized in 
primary work in the state normal 
schools at N^ormal and Charleston. 
The primary department w'ill have 
new and enlarged quarters in the 
building east of the college, in^ a 
beautifully lighted room, and wùll 
continue to be a most delightful 
school for the little ones. 


Only one change " occurs ' in the’ 
faculty of thè College of Music, but 
there are some promotions. Mr. Stead 
has proved so thoroughly efficient as a 
director that he could not meetthede­ 
mands alone and Mrs. Stead, who has 
been absent a year for advanced 
study with Madame Zeisler, is pro­ 
moted to the rank of assistant direc­ 
tor.

PICKLE BLIQHT 


Threatened l>efect in Cucumber 
Crop Alarms Growers in 
Maconpin Cfunty. 


•Carllnvllle, Aug. 17—A blight has re­ 
cently' appeared in many o f. the cucum­ 
ber patches of this country that, has 
caused no little alarm, not only among 
pickle raisers, but among pickle pack­ 
ers. As there are several, thousand acres 
planted to cucumbers. in this county, 
blight is looked upon as a" serious 
question. 


John W. Dodson, a member of the 
Dodson-Braun Manufacturing company, 
of St. Louis was here to day and went 
over several of the patches in the neigh­ 
borhood, including the farm they hâve 
leased south of the city. This company 
has . a branch establishment here and 
this year they expected to .salt fully IW,- 
OOO bushels of pickles. 
The early crop 
was slow in coming in and when the vines 
should have been bearing heaviest it 
was found they were dying. 


The Dodson-Braun company have pick­ 
les growing in the states of Indiana, Ill­ 
inois, Missouri and Iowa, and in all 
these states excepting Iowa the blight 
has ihade its appearance. The authorities 
at'W ashington have had the m atter un­ 
der investigation for some two years^ 
the blight having first made its appear­ 
ance in the states of Ohio and Pennsyl­ 
vania. They recommended spraying with 
a chemical 
solution, but practical and 
scientific growers say this treatment is 
of absolutely no benefit. 


The heaviest day s receipts at the Car- 
llhvllle plant was 900 bushels yesterday, 
when It should have been fully 2,000 bush­ 
els. 
The later crop Is not yet affected 
with the blight.
